EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


This monthty publication, first 
published for August 1978, contains Victorian 
labour force estimates derived from the

earlier than usual (with most interviews being 
conducted during the second week} and January 
surveys commence a week later than usual, The 
information obtained relates to the week opr ior 
to the interview (i,e., the survey weak). 


Scope of survey

are included in the survey except: members of 
the permanent defence forces; certain diplomatic 
personnel of overseas governments, customarily 
excluded from census and estimated populations;

Rellability of estimates 

6. Since the estimates in this publication 
are based on information obtained from occupants 
of a sample of dwellings they, and the movements 
derived from them, are Subject to sampling 
variability; that is, they may differ from the 
figures that would have been produced ff all 
dweflings had been included in tha survey, One 
measure of the likely difference ts given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to 
which an estimate might have varied by chance 
because only a sample of dwellings was included 
in the survey. There are about two chances in 
three that a sample estimate wil! differ by less 
than one standard error from the figure that 
would have been obtained If all dwellings had 
been [Included in the survey, and about nineteen 
chances in twenty that the differance will! be 
fess than two standard errors, Standard errors 
of survey estimates and month-to-month movements
